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SD WARTHUR MEETS WITH TRAINED 
RESISTANCE BEFORE CALUMPIT 


In a Driliant Charge Across the Bagbag River the Kansas and 
Dakota Regiments Lose Heavily 


HAT MEN ARE KILLED) 


Filipinos Wreck @ Bridge and. Mackthu’s 
Artillery Train Is Barely Saved, 


ENEMY FIGHTS IN PERFECT ORDER 


Colqnel Funston Calls for Volunteers 
To Lead the Way Across the River 
and Is Among the First To 
Leave the Shore Under 
a Hot Fire. 


Marla, April 25, 10:30 p. m.—General Mac- 
Arthur's division fought its way to the Fill- 
pino trenches before Calumpit today, ad- 
vancing four miles, mostly through woods 
and jungle and crossing the Bagbag river. 

This was accomplished at a cost 
to the Americans of six men kiiled 
and twenty-eight wounded, the First 
South Dakota regiment being the heav- 
iest loser. 

After fording the river the South Dakota 
men 
ekirts, but the town was found to be so 
strongly protected that General MacArthur 
deemed it best to Withdraw the tired fight- 
ers and go into camp for a night’s rest 

the final assault. 

f/The largest buildings in Calumpit were 
feing fired by the Filipinos while the Amer- 
feans were crossing the river fully a mile 
away, indicating the enemy’s intention to 
abandon the place. $ 

The insurgents seem to have adopt- 
ed a settled poiicy of retiring from one 
position after another after inflicting 
the greatest possible damage upon the 
advancing army. The forces today were 
well drilled. Every foot of the ground 
was tenaciously disputed -by the 
thoroughly organized troops,who stood 
remarkably firm even before artillery. 
The enemy had planned to wreck our 
artillery transport train. This attempt was 
a failure, but a span of the iron on the 
railway bridge over the river was destroy- 
ed, hampering the American transporta- 
tion for some time. The Filipinos cut the 
intending to have the structure 
fall with the train, but it collapsed prema- 
turely of its own weight. 

River Strongly Fortifiei. 

The Bagbag river, which is about a hun- 
dred yards wide at that point, was splendid- 
ly fortified and the Americans were com- 
pelled to from 
which the rebels had cleared away every 
The bank of the 
river, a high bluff, was surmounted with 
trenches, capped with rocks, loopholes and 
partly by bushes. 

General’ Wheaton’s brigade 
the'river along the railroad, 
beyond Malolos city. General Hale’s bri- 
gade, which started yesterday, was early 
on the march and sweeping westward to- 
ward the railroad. 

The armored train was being pushed by 
Chinese, the Twentieth Kansas regiment 
advancing in an extended order on the left 
and the First Montana regiment with the 
Utah light artillery on the right. — 

The rapid firing guns on the train opened 
the ball at 11:30 a. m. about a mile from 
the river, their popping alternating contin- 
uocusly with the boom of the six-pounders. 

The Montana regiment and the Utah ar- 
tillery batteries the same time retired to 
the jungle, from which the insurgents, who 
were occupying the large straggling village 
of Huberhub, poured heavy volleys. In 
the course of an hour the Americans had 
forced a passage through the woods to the 
open space in front of the river and the 
artillery, immediately on wheeling into the 
open, began shelling the Filipino trenches. 
Brilliant Charge by Kansans. 

In the meantime company K, Twentieth 
Kansas, led by Captain Beltwood, perform- 
ed one of the most brilliant achievements 
of the campaign. The regiment was being 
held in reserve and company K charged a 
distance of a quarter of a mile over’a corn- 
field to the bank of the river near the 
bridge, where the insurgents, from a trench, 
were peppering the armored train, then 
about two hundred yards down the track. 
The company found shelter in a ditch, 

Colonel Frederick Funston called for 
volunteers to cross the river, and the 
colonel himself, Lieutenant Ball, a 
private of company K and a private of 
company E, Trumpeter Barsfield and: 
Corporal Ferguson, of company I, 

‘crawled along the iron girders. 

While this was going on the men of 
company K, from the ditch, were fusilad- 
ing in the trenches in the endeavor to divert 
aitention, but the Filipinos got the range 
from a trench down the river, and their 
bullets soon spattered the water under the 
Structure. 

Having reached the broken span, the 
*mall but valorous party of Americans slid 
down the caisson, swam a few yards to the 
Shore and crawled up the bank, the little 
Colonel leading the way to the trenches, re- 
Volver in hand, while the few remaining 
Filipinos bolted. Colonel Funston said af-

They followed the north 
bank of the river nearest the town from 
the east, with the First Nebraska regiment 
on the left and the Firet South Dakota 
and the Fifty-first lowa beyond. The coun- 
try to be traversed was mostly jungie, but 
the Filipinos stood their ground even in the 
bien, Oe spaces. 


General Hale's right joined reneral 
Wheaton’'s left soon after mies gions in 
the river enabling the Americans to pour 
an entilading fire into the enemy’s trenches. 

About this time the cheers.of the Kan- 
Sas troops announced that the Americans 
had crossed the river. Genera] Hale's men 
began to ford to the Chico, a branch of the 
Bagbag, Stretching to the northeast. 

The general himself plunged in up to his 
neck, and the regiments, all carrying flags, 
floundered across the stream. 

The guns of the Utah light artillery were 
dragged over next and formed an extended 
line to advance upon the trenches before 
Calumpit, from which the Filipinos were 
pouring continuous volleys. 

The armored car had one man kylled and 
two wounded.’ The Kansas regiment had 
three wounded during the charge and the 
Utah light artillery one killed and two 
wounded. Most of the other casualties be- 
fell the South Dakota regiments. 

It is difficult to estimate the insurgents’ 
losses, but they are no fewer than seventy 
killed, many ¢ of f them 1 by y_ artillery, 


ELEVEN AMERICANS KILLED. 


General Hale’s Advance on Calumpit 
Is a Blooiy One. 

Manila, April 25, 6:15 p. m.—General Hale’s 
brigade, consisting of the Nebraska, lowa 
and South Dakota regiments, with three 
guns, which left Malolos on Monday, fol- 
lowed the west bank of the Rio Grande 
river to a ford. 

Many small bands of rebels were en- 
countered and during the afternoon the 
Americans discovered several hundred: o 
the enemy intrenched near Pulilan, north 
of Quingan. 

Our troops attacked the rebels, 
men killed and eleven wounded.

General Hale’s troops ciaim that nearly 
two thundred dead natives were counted 
along the country traversed. 

Among the dead was a Spanish captain. 

The South Dakota regiment bore the 
brunt of the fighting and had five men 
killed'and nine wounded. 

The temperature today was %, and sever- 
al cases of sunstroke were reported. The 
weather was cloudy. The country traversed 
by our troops is thickly wooded and the 
hardest fighting folloWed. 

The rebels along the Bagbag river were 
enforced from Calumpit as the troops under 
General Hale approached. During the day 
the troops captured 350 prisoners. 

As this dispatch is being sent the rebels 
are retreating in the direction of Calumpit. 

The Filipino troops engaged were 
weil uniformed and well drilled. As 
the campaign progresses, the rebel 
troops are improving. They are adopt- 
ing American metho’s, and the accu- 
racy of their shooting is evinced by 
the fact that five Americans were shot 
in the head. 

General Hale at 4 o'clock this morning 
crossed the river and advanced on Calumpit. 
General MacArthur's division also advanced 
and nine of the armored flat cars were 
pushed ahead on the railroad. The Kansas 
regiment advanced on the right of the track 
and the Montana regiment pushed on its 
left. 

The rebels are already returning to Ma- 
lolos and are becoming troublesome. They 
fired on an ambulance yesterday which was 
crossing the plaza and they have driven 
the Chinese out. The Third artillery pa- 
trolled the town last night. 


HONG KONG FURNISHED ARMS. 


Filipinos Received Large Supplies from 
Both Singapore and Hong Kong. 

Washington, April 25.—The war officials 
fave learned that since Manila fell, the Fill- 
pinos have been obtaining supplies of am- 
munition’ from Hong Kong and Singapore, 
as weil as from Europe. 

A strict naval patrol of the Island of 
Luzon has been established and the belief 
is expressed that the supply of ammunition 
will now be cut off. 

It is positively stated that the Filipinos 
have no factory for the manufacture of 
smokeless powder and Mauser cartridges 
which they are using. 


General Lawton Left San Jose Yester- 

day for Norzagay. 
| Manila, April 25.—Although the sticky 
condition of the ground, due to a rain- 
storm, seriously impeded its progress, Gen- 
eral Lawton’s column left San Jose today 
and is expected to reach -Norzagay this 
evening. 

Colonel Summers is marching across from 
Pocave with two battalions each from _the 
Oregon and Minnesota regiments, three 
troops of cavalry and two guns. In the 
meantime General MacArthur's division is 


in front of Calumpit preparing to attack the 
rebels’ stronghold and General Hale, 

with several guns, is threatening the ene- 
my’s ‘flank. 

A few rebels between Novaliches and La 
Loma have persistently interfered with tele- 
graphic communication, but the signal corps 

‘has repaired the breaks and captured sevy- 
eral prisoners. 

A small body of rebels at Taktay was 
discovered this morning by the armored 
Jaunch Rapidan. A few shots scattered the 
rebels and drove them inland from the lake.

Today the young girl is inconsoiable, and 
her grief is pathetic to witness. She is 
at the residence of her parents, and none 
but the most intimate friends of the family 
are admitted. 

The fiancee of the dead soldier has not 
been known publicly as the betrother of the 
dashing young lieutenant, although their 
attachment Was generally understood 
throughout Columbus, and mutual friends 
knew of their eng agement.

The editor confess s no sympathy 
with the critics of the mob who burned 
the negro in Georgia. If ever there was 
pallintiecn for a crime, if crimeygt could 
be called, in this case the illecance, 
quick and complete for the deed of the 
negro butchee end ravisher, was ex- 
hausted,.- A brute who would deliberate- 
ly murdcr the husbend in cold biood in 
order that he might satisfy his lust on 
the defenseless wife, is beoynd the pale 
ot even modern barbarism. The crime 
was the most horrible that can be con- 
ceived. A people that accepts a hell as 
a punishment for the smaller sins of 
humanity ought not to Diame human 
nature for applying the torch to a brute 
that could in cold blood be guilty of 
sucn‘‘acts. He {is worse than a wild 
beast, worse than the most savage in- 
habitant of the most uncivilized portion 
of the earth. In this matter it is not a 
qucstion of race, but the individual crim- 
inal, and there are times when the pub- 
lic has more reason to resort to Violent 
measures to protect itself against hu- 
man beasts than against wild beasts. 
The Review never has countenanced 
lynching, but the writer confesses a 
Willingness to wink at the act of the 
Georgia people in this special case. 


PREACHERS TALK OF LYNCHING. 


Negroes Pass Resolutions in New York 
Denouncing Mob Law. 

New York, April 25.—The colored minis- 
ters of New York city at a meeting in St. 
Mark’s Methodist Episcopal church, have 
passed resolutions denouncing the Georgia 
lynchings. Rev. William H. Brooks, of St. 
Mark’s church, was among the speakers. 

“We have no sympathy,” he said, ‘‘with 
the crime charged against the negro and 
throughoyt the south, but whatever the 
crime. we believe there is sufficient law 
to protect them until the trial comes. [I 
hope and trust that the secular and reli- 
gious papers: and pulpits will give their 
aid and throw their influence on the eide of 
right.”’ 

Rev. B. L. Tompkins, pastor of St. 
Presbyterian church, said: 

“Tt would much rather be a Filipino and 
be under the Spanish yoke than under the 
law and order now practiced in. Georgia.”’

HE CANNOT TALK OF LYNCHING. 


Despite His Constraint, B. T. Washing- 
ton Manages To Say Something. 
Philadelphia, April 25.—Booker T. Wash- 
ington, founder and principal of the Tus- 
kegee Industrial institute, 
arrived here today, was questioned 
He said: 


“T would like to speak at ‘length ‘upon 
these Georgia oecurrgnces and others of a 
like nature which have taken place in re- 
cent years, but in view of my position 
and ‘hopes in the interest of the Tuskegee 
institute in Alabama, and the education 
of our people, I feel constrained to keep 
silent and not engage in any controversy 
that might react upon the work to which 
I am now lending my efforts. 

“T do not mind adding,’’ said the speaker, 
‘that I am much opposed to mob vivlence 
under all circumstances. Those guilty of 
crime should be surely, swiftly and terri- 
bly punished; but by legal methods. As a 
rule the men guilty of these outrages avo 
ignorant individuals who have had no 
opportunity to secure an educational and 
moral restraint. 

“The solution of our present difficuli ies 
is to be found in the thorough mental, re- 
ligious’ and industrial education of both 
races in the south. It is an encouragiag 
fact to note that of the hundreds of colo-ed 
men who have been educated in the 
higher institutions of the south not one 
has been guilty of the crime of assaulting 
a woman.” .

Eilsworth, Kas., April 25.—An unusual 
tragedy in which an Italian and his wife 
and a male boarder were actors, took place 
at Kanapolis. The husband and the board- 
er are dead and the woman is seriously 
wounded. No names are given. 

It seems that th: woman recognized the 
boarder as an escaped murderer wanted in 
Itaty for killing a man, woman and child.

Learning that his identity had been dis- 
covered and feat.ng he would be given up, 
he determined to kill the family. He 
started in by shooting the husband and 
wife. The wounds did not prove serious, 
and the boarder slashed the man about tae 
face and neck witn a razor, cutting one ear 
off, almost severing the nose and cutting 
two gashes in his throat. The woman who 
was not seriously wounded, gave the alarm. 

In escaping the boarder plunged heaé- 
long into a shaft.at the salt works. The 
body bounded from side to side, spatter- 
ing the timber with brains and blood, unti! 
it reached the bottom, 1,000 feet below. 
The head and hands were torn from the 
body by the force. 

The remains were gathered up in a sack 
and brought to the top, where they were 
taken in charge by the coroner.

MOLINEAUX AGAIN IN COURT.

Report Before Court Shows 302 Officers 
Think Article Unfit to Kat. 


FACTS ARE TURNED DOWN 


Commissary Department Admits There 
Was No Inspection of the Beef. 


CANS BORE NO DATE OF CANNING 


Before the Late War with Spain There 
Was No Complaint Made of 
Canned Beef. 


Washington, April 25.—The report of Colo- 
nel Garlington, of the commissary depart- 
ment of the army, which was yesterday 
presented to the Wade court of inquiry, 
but not accepted as a part of the record, 
was made public today. It covers about

Colonel Garlington mentions the fact that 
the first complaint of the war concerning 
the quality of the canned beef, was made 
by Colonel] Weston, of the cammissary de- 
partment, This was formulated in a tel- 
egram dated at Tampa, June 3d, and direct- 
ed to Colone: O. M. Smith at Chicago. In 
it he said: “Some of une beef is object- 
ionable, and cans here and there are fer- 
mented.”’ 

The record shows that this complaint 
received prompt attention, that Colonel 
Smith asked that the name of the packer 
he given and that Colonel Davis, assistant 
commissary of subsistence at Washington, 
Fave immediate instructions to investigate 
the complaint, and to send no more until 
further orders, 

Colonel Garlington found it impossible 
to definitely determine the amount of can- 
ned beef.destroyed, but he collected consid- 
erable data on this subject, showing that 
““at least 194,818 pounds were acted upon 
by boards of survev or inspectors, and that 
of this amount 69,070 were destroyed as 
worthless and 35,748 pounds sold.”’ 

He refers to the fact that the soldiers 
threw away much of the meat, saying “they 
had the alternative of eating this beef or 
going hungry.” 

Colonel Garlington groups the opinions 
of the officers and men on the refrigerated 
beef as follows: 

“Good or excellent,” 
and eight men.

CHARCOAL FOUND TO BE SCARCE. 


Furnaces Now Have To Use Coke for 


Fuel at Anniston. 

Anniston, Ala., April 25.—(Special,)—The 
Jenifer Furnace Company which has fe- 
cently overhauled its iron furnace at Je y 
fer, twelve miles south of here, putting 
in a new engine,’ new ore washer, ete., in- 
tended to begin making iron this morning, 
but will be forced to postpone operations tor 
at least four months.

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DEATH FOLLOWS AN 
AWFUL EXPLOSION 
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Philadelphia Laboratery Destroyed by 
Benzolln and Two Men Are Killed. 


100 BUILDINGS ARE DAMAGED

Assistant Superintendent Wainwaring 
Instantly Killed and Others Injured. 
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EMPLOYEE BLOWN THROUGH BUILDING 


Accident Occurred in a Chewing Gum 
Factory and Caused Wild Excite- 
ment in the Town. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 25.—By the ex- 
plosion of seventy-five’ gallons of benzolin, 
in the laboratory of Frank H. Fleer & Co., 
manufacturers of chewing gum, at 2343 Cal- 
lowhill street, today, two men were Killed, 
three persons seriously injured and over 
a score of others were more or less injured 
by flying debris. The dead are: 

WALTER MAINWARING, assistant su- 
perintendent. 

CHARLES M’KINLEY, engineer. 

Of those injured Harry Randall, an em- 
ployee, and Mrs. Givison and her son are 


the most Seriously hurt, but they will re- 


cover, 

The explosion was a terrific one and for @ 
time caused the wildest excitement. No 
less than 100 buildings in the vicinity were 


damaged, 

The laboratory building was a .two-story 
structure. At the time of the explosion 
there were only four men working in the 
buildine. who were nreparthe a mixture for 
the making of vailline. The doors to the 
room in which they were working were 
closed, but the fumes from the benzolin in 
eome manner meached the furnace in the 
next room and the explosion instantly fol- 
lowed, | 

Mainwaring was instantly killed and Me- 
Kinlev was so badly hurt that he died sev- 
eral hours later in a hospital. Randall’s 
escape was remarkable. He was blown 
through the roof and landed on an adjoin- 
ing building. At first it was thought he 
was dead, but after treatment in the hos- 
pital he regained consciousness. Although 
badly hurt he will recover. George Conner. 
the fdurth emplovee.in the room, escaped 
with a few severe bruises: 

As Mrs. Givison, with her child in her 
arms, was hurriedly leaving her home, 
which was directly opposite the laboratory, 
her dress caught fire from a burning ember 
and she and the child were badly burned. 
Their recovery is doubtles. , 

The explosion was’so terrific that the 
buildings adjotnine on each side of the 
laboratory were completely demolished. On 
both sides of the street, for a whole square, 
the explosion wrought destruction. Win- 
dows were broken, fixtures were smashed 
and wal's were cracked. Fire added to the 
destruction in a number of the places, but 
the flames were quickly extinguished before 
thev did any considerable damage. 

The score of persons injured were al] 
tenants from many dwellings and were in 
no way connected with the laboratory. 
some were Severely cut by glass, while 
many were struck by the flying debris. 

The money loss is estimated to be con- 
siderable over $106,C00,

It is only authorized to submit amendments, 
and then by a vote of two-thirds of eacn 
lt would seem the same yote would

tor a convention. Judge Cniiton suggests 
inat the power to cali a convention rests 
With the iegisiature, because 1l 18 supposed 
to be more representative of the peopie 
than any other body, the sovereign power 
to cali tne convention resting in tne people. 

‘‘But,’’ he continues, “in eXercising Unis 
power the legislature does not act in its 
ordinary sphere of a law making boay. It 
Was said by R. H, Smuith-in Collier, gover- 
nor, ete., versus Frierson et al., 24 Aiavama, 
lv7, as tne resuit of the authorities, that in 
subinitting amendments to the constitution 
the legisiature Were ‘iaWw suggcsters’ het 
jawmakers.,’ ”’ 

Continuing, Judge Chilton says: 

“The hoiaging of a stale constitutional 
convention is a proceeding consisting of 
many acts, only one of which is to. be per- 
formed by the iegislature—the submission 
of the ealj to the people. When it pertorms 
this act its powers are exhaustea.’’ 

‘The judge offers the decision in the case 
above cited in proot of this. 

“In Hollinsworth vs Virginia, 3 Doll., 37%, 
it was distinctly recognized that the pres- 
ident’s veto did not extend to acts sub- 
mitting amendments to the constitution. 
In the argument of Lee, attorney general, 
which was approved by the court, he said: 
“The case of an amendment is evidently 
a substantive act, unconnected with the 
ordinary- business of legisiation, and not 
within the policy or terms of investing the 
president with a qualtied negative on the 
ucts or resolutions of congress.’ ”’ 

Judge Chilton offers another decision in 
the same line by the supreme court of 
North Dakota. 

As to whether the’ legislature could have 
replaced the act during the session at which 
it was passed, Judge Chilton says: 

“Possibly but not certainly; if it could 
it would be for the reason that its proceed- 
ings are in fier!—not completed acts. When 
the act becomes final by adjournment, a 
different question is presented. {ff it has 
the power to repeal it now, it would have 
equal power to repeal it after the deie- 
gates are elected and were onthe point of 
assembling in convention. The law has 
already been put in motion by the nomina- 
tion of members who shall constitute tht 
convention.  -True no election has been held 
but that is only one step following other 
steps which have under the law been 
taken.” 

Gonciuding, Judge Chilton says: 

“Taking into consideration the char- 
acter of the act—the convening of the peo- 
ple in their sovereign reiation to govern- 
ment, {t is clear the power to call is a 
a sovereign, not a legislative, power, and 
is inherent in the people. It is left to the 
legislature to take the initiative, ex ne- 
cessitate. But when it acts, the initiative

The of lawlessness 
which results in lvnching begins because 
a number.of men feel that they have 
the right to take the law into thcir own 
hands in order to avoid the interminable 
delays of the courts and to shut off all 
avenues of escape. ‘They feel that an 
assault on unprotected women ‘and girls 
is a justification for the temporary abo- 
lition of law and order. ; 

But it is easy to see that this appe- 
tite for lynching grows by what it feeds 
on. This was shown by the summary 
execution of the negro Strickland after 
the cremation of ‘Sam Holt, and on the 
unsupported testimonv cf that aban- 
doned wretch. He declared that Strick- 
land had offered him $20 to kill’ Mr. 
Cranford. No one knows what motive 
he had for’making that statement. It 
may have been based on a desire for re- 
venge.

Thomas, a representative in the legisla- 
ture. Major Thomas was the employ- 
er of Strickland and vouched for his good 
character; but (observe the deadlv de- 
moralization of mob law!) his word was 
not considered as good ag that of the 
abandoned wretch who had been burned 
and mutilated. Major Thomas, know- 
ing the character of Strickland, ex- 
pressed his belief that he was innocent 
of the charge brought against him by 
Hose or Holt, and pleaded with the mob 
to give the negro the benefit of the 
doubt. 

Some of the mob in charge of Strick- 
land were convinced by the statements 
of Major Thomas, but when he went 
away, eight men took the unfortunate 
negro, and, after trying in vain to make 
him confess, hanged him. Eight men— 
four less than a lawful jury! Is it 
not plain that this appetite for lawless- 
ness is leading straight to a demorali- 
zation awful to contemplate? 

We understand the situation fully. 
We can enter into and sympathize with 
those whose wives and daughters are 
constantly menaced by a danger that 
seems never to be very far away. 

These lynchings have been yoing on 
for some years, and “they are becoming 
more frequent. In other words, they 
do not seem -to deter negro criminals 
from running the risk of rope and torch. 
The whole business seems to be run- 
ning headlong toward a condition of 
things that bids fair to ruin the state. 
The zest; and hilarity, and exultation 
with which our most solemn statutes 
are violated show that publie opinion, 
if it can be described as such, has reached 
a most perilous state. What is to be 
the end of it? This is a question that 
concerns the very life of the law in 
Georgia. 

Note one fact embodied in our news 
columns vyesterday: Because Major 
Thomas pleaded for simple justice in 
behalf of a negro whom he knew well, 
it was hinted that the mob would turn 
upon him, and he was advised to leave 
town until all excitement had subsided. 
He was not molested: but how long will 
it be before men who do speak a word 
in behalf of law and order, in behalf of 
the existence of society itself, are made 
the victims of mob law? : 

There is another branch of this ques- 
tion as important as any. and that is the 
attitude of the negro leaders and preach- 
ers and their professional advisers. For 
years they have gone on denouncing 
lynchings as an attack on their race and 
color. Instead of lifting up their voices 
in warning, they have practically iden- 
tified themselves with the worst crim- 
inals of their race. This has had a 
double tendency to increase crime and 
lawlessness. When the negroes see that 
their leaders and preachers denounce 
lynehing and sav nothing of the crime 
that is held to be its justification, they 
at once conclude that their race is the 
-victim of white prejudice. When the 

whites who practice mob law perceive 

the attitude of the negro leaders and 


preachers, their zest for lynching is in- 
creased. : 

This matter is so important that the 
conservative elements of both races 
must co-operate and finally put an 
end to the crime which is made the justi- 
fication of lynching. ‘We are very sure 
that the conservative and respectable ne- 
groes can exercise a great influence for 
good. Some of their preachers will 
have to change their attitude, but why 
not, when this question will affect in 
the end the welfare and well-being of 
the negro race? If the negroes had 
more leaders as honest, as earnest, as 
patriotic and as intelligent as Booker 
Washington we should presently see a 
great change for the better. 

The negro leaders will have to cease 
regarding negro criminals as martyrs. As 
matters stand today, a negro who comes 
out of the chaingang, no* matter what 
crime he has committed, is given an 
ovation by his race. So far from being 
disgraced by his crimes he is held in 
higher esteem for them. No negro door 
is shut in his face; he is a martyr and a 


hero: he has worn stripes in behalf of 
his race and not on account of his crimes. 
This is the negro view, and it will have 
to undergo a radical change. 

In this appalling business the legisla- 
ture has a duty to perform. It will 
have to provide for the prompt sittings 
of courts when certain crimes are com- 
mitted, and it will have to throw around 
the unfortunate victims of abnormal 
lust such safeguards as will enable 
them to give their testimony privately 
to a jury with no fear of a cross exam- 
ination. The verdict of that jury should 
be made final: there should be no ap- 
peal in such cases; and the execution 
should follow hard on the heels of the 
sentence. 

We do not know that these changes 
will prove to be remedies, ‘but they will 
at least show that the conservative peo- 
pie of the state intend to insist on law 
and order. ‘The real remedy in the 
hands of the negrocs themselves. 
Whether they will have the good sense 
to apply it, or whether they will con- 
tinue to insist that lyvnchings are simply 
9 form of attack on the negro race, We 
do not know. In any event the situa- 
tion is serious enough to give them the

Half the countryside had heard 
the tumult by this time, and on the edges 
of the crowd around the quaking negro 
were women and little children, transfixed 
with fear. 

On his Knees was Bradley, his eyes roll- 
ing with fright and bleod streaming from 
his face. A few calmer heads came hack 
to reason and pleaded to let the law take 
He could be arrested and sent 
they argued.

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Look the Facts in the Face. 
AS usual, our esteemed northern con- 
‘temporaries are commenting somewhat 
loudly on the deplorable scenes enacted 
in Georgia last Sunday and Sunday 
night. There is no objection to those 
comments, of course, but we could wish 
that the brethren had the somewhat 
rare faculty of reproducing the situation 
in their minds, so that they might have 
at least a fair share of illumination. 

The action of those who displayed 
sueh a glee over the fate of the nezro 
Holt, or Hose, is more easily explained 
that excused. The details of the crims 
Which he committed never have been 
and never will be printed. To place 
them in cold type would shock the sensi- 
bilities of the whole country. It is suffi-

| human beings altogether, and his whole 

attitude contributed to the belief that the 
only thing human about him was his 
shape and form. 

Not one of the many who beheld him 
roasting dumbly had any idea, that he 
possessed a single quality that related 
him to the human race. He was a fiend 
and he died the death of-one. Among 
those conspicuous in helping the brute 
off the stage of action was a northern 
man. He knew the details of the 
crime, and he was very active in per- 
forming such offices as were calculated 
to add to the sufferings of the fiend. 

If the full extent and character of the 
negro’s crime could even be broadly 
hinted in print, our northern brethren 
would have a much clearer understand- 
ing of the feelings of those who were 
conspicuous in unlawfully avenging one 
of the foulest crimes that has ever been 
committed against the womanhood of 
the country. With the facts fresh in 
their mind, the crowd sought in its blind 
and unlawful way not only to avenge 
the crime but to make its pupishment 
so hideously complete as to stand as a 
warning to future criminals for all time 
to come, 

This is the explanation, but thought- 
ful and law-abiding citizens here do not 
receive it as an excuse. They have no 
pity for the brute who was tortured, but 
they look beyond that to the tendency 
of this spirit of the mob and to its ef- 
fect on society in the future. What is 
to be the upshot of it? Where will it 
end? Already we see that lynching does 
not stop at the particular crime which 
is said to justify it. Unless public opin+ 
ion in the south begins to act in an un- 
mistakable way, the lawless and. ruf- 
fianly element which exists in all com- 
munities will make itself judge, jury and 
public executioner, and its victims may 
be innocent or guilty. It will only be 
necessary to suspect them of some crime. 

We shall have the courts abolished 
and all classes of crime ‘will be pun- 
ished by the lawless element. Negroes 
will not be the only victims, Whites 
will fall under the ban of ruffianism, 
and We shall have such a state of things 
that civil war will be necessary to re- 
store to the courts and to society their 
normal functions. Let us hope, how- 
ever, that the law-abiding people will 
take affairs into their own hands be- 
fore this limit is reached.

Responsibility of Bank Directors.

The supreme court of Nebraska 
tempting to make bank directors direct. 
The task has often been assayed before 
with indifferent success, but the Nebraska 
court starts out weil: ‘“‘Upon principle and 
authority,’ it says, ‘‘the conclusion is irre- 
sistible that directors cannot escape lia- 
bility for damages resulting from false 
statements made by them of the condition 
of the,bank, even though they were at the 
time ignorant that such statements were 
false.’’ There are possibly a hundred deci- 
sions to the same effect on the statute 
books of the various states, and still there 
are thousands of bank directors who do not 
direct. In somé instances this is because 
they are mere figureheads—incompetent, ig- 
norant or indifferent—but the result from a 
public point of view is always the same. 
One man runs the bank to suit himself 
and usually his policy is not questioned. 
The strong dominates the weak.

If he is a 
man of integrity as well.as financial ability 
the world hears nothing of the failure of 
the directors to perform their duties. If 
he is incompetent or corrupt the bank goes 
to the wall, the depositors lose their casa 
and the directors are pilloried when not 
imprisoned. The only safeguard for de- 
positors there as well as here is the hold- 
ing of:bank directors to the strict letter of 
the law.

DECISION AGAINST 
LIQUOR DEALERS 


Supreme Court Settles Question of Open 
paloens on Election Bay. 


WAS AGAINST R. M. ROSE CO. 


They Opened After Close of Polls at 
an Election. 


STATE COURT FOUND THEM GUILTY 


Case Was Taken to the Supreme Court 
and the Decision Affirms Judg- 
ment of Lower Court. 


The supreme court of the state yester- 
day affirmed the decision of the lower court 
in the case of Rose against the state which 
grew out of the opening of the R. M. Rose 
Whisky Company on election day several 
months ago in this city after the polls had 
closed, 

The firm of R, M. Rose & Co. was one of 
a number of liquor houses, wholesale and 
retail, in the city to open after the polls 
had closed in the election for constable. It 
Was announced by the parties against 
whom indictment was presented for viola- 
tion of the statute of the state that they 
desired to make a test case of the issue 
whether it was legal to open saloons in the 
city after the close of the polls. 

It was held by the lower court, and the 
decision attracted general interest over the 
state, that “days of election’ mentioned 
in the statute meant a day of twenty-four 
hours, and not one which began at daylight 
and ended at dark after the close of the 
polls. 

In making the decision which sustained 
-that of the lower court, the supreme court 
was confronted with two questions of im- 
portance; first, what Was the period of the 
time contemplated by the words ‘days of 
election,’’ and second, whether the election 
of constable in the various counties could 
be held to be a state eiection, as to 
bring the case before the court within the 
scope of the statute. 

During the ‘“‘days of election’’ prescribed 
by the statute it was made “penal to sell 
whisky or other intoxicating arinks within 
two miles of any preeinct, and this law, the 
lower court heid, had been violated by the 
R. M. Rose company and by the other firms 
in the city who had opened on the day of 
clection. 

In both points before the supreme court 
it was held in the decision, first, that the 
days of election meant days of twenty-four 
hours and not the convention days begin-

ning at daylight and ending at dark; sec-’ 


ond, that the election of constable was a 
state election, and that the law in the case 
before the court had been violated. 

The following is the opinion of the court 
on the interesting case: 

Rose v. the State. Before Judge Candler. 

Fulton superior court. 

Little. J.—1. The period of time contem- 
plated by the words ‘‘days of election,” as 
used in section 446 of the Penal Code, 
wherein it is declared to be a misdemeanor 
for any person to sell, give, or furnish 
spirituous, intoxicating or malt liquors to 
another within two miles of an. election 
precinct on such days, a8 a day of twenty- 
four hours, commencing at midnight pre- 
ceding the opening of the polls, and ending 
at midnight ‘succeeding the close of the 
polls, 

2. An election for constable held wander a 
general law which provides for such an 
election on the same day in each militia 
district of the several counties of this state, 
is a state election Within the meaning of 
the statute which forbids the sale or fur- 
nishing of intoxicating liquors to any per- 
son on days of election, state, county of 
municipal: and *1e fac® that the offictal 
duties of the officers elected—are confined 
to respective counties or subdivisions of 
counties does not change the character of 
the election,

LUSTOM HOUSE TO THE PRUDENTIAL 


Contract Was Received in Atlanta Yesterday Morning and Move 


Will Soon 


Be Mate, 


NEW LOCATION EXCELLENT ONE 


Story in Constitution Indirectly Cause of 
the Change, 


AAIN GAUGES ARE NOW INACCURATE 


On the New Building There Will Be 
No Obstructions—Offices™ Will 
Be Elegant Ones—What 
Chief Marbury Has 
To Say. 


The local weather bureau is to move its 
headquarters from the custom house to the 
Prudential building. 

This was definitely settled yesterday 
morning, when the contract with the de- 
partment of agriculture and the owners of 
the Prudential was received from Wash- 
ington, signed and sealed. 

It has been the desire of Chief Marbury 
for some time’to have the department lo- 
cated in better quarters and he has made 
efforts for some time to have the offices 
of the weather bureau moved to the Pru- 
dential. 

The fact that the instruments on the cus- 
tom house are not located in a suitable 
manner was brought to the attention of 
the officials in Washington some time ago 
by Mr. Marbury, and The Constitution in 
an article about the rainfall showed plain- 
ly that the rain gauge is worse than use- 
less situated where it now is. 

The officials in Washington at once took 
notice of the disclusures made by Phe Con- 
stitution and began an investigation. They 
found the case just as stated in The Con- 
Stitution and at once commenced negotia- 
tions with the owners of the Prudential. 
The matter was closed up yesterday and‘all 
that remains now is to move the “depart- 
ment, which will be ddne as soon as possi- 
ble. 

The new offices will be the handsomest 
of any weather bureau in 
They will be the four offices in the north- 
east corner of the Luilding—the corner office 
and the three on the Walton street side 
The corner office wil} Mr. Marbury’s, 
the next office will be the general office, 
the next one will be the printing office and 
the fourth room will be the storeroom. 

The instruments will be placed on the 
northeast corner of the building, where 
there is ample roof space and a splendid 
exposure. There will be nothing to in- 
terfere with any of the delicate instru- 
ments and the records taken there will be 
cor rect, : 

It is not Known exactly when the de- 
partment wil] be moved, as the new rooms 
will have to be tinted first and put in per- 
fect order. ‘The move will be made, how- 
ever, some time before the Ist of July, as 
all of the reports of the office have to be 
made out by that time and Mr. Marbury is 
anxious to be setiled before that. 

In speaking of the change yesterday Mr. 
Marbury said: 

“Il am, of course, delighted that the de- 
partment has seen fit to change ‘our offices 
and 1] am gure that when we get installed 
in them there will not be any better offices 
in the service. I am now receiving bids on 
what it will cost to make the move and 
while I will not rush matters, we will move 
as soon as possible. We are anxious to be 
in the new quarters before the lst 
of July and I do not see any reason why 
we should not.

“It will not take long to move the instru- 
ments and we will not lose anything at all, 
as we have two sets of instruments. We 
will have a perfect place on top of ‘the 
Prudential and when we get there we want 
the public to call and see us. The instru- 
ments will be located on the roof, where 
we get a splendid exposure, and there won't 
by any trouble then about the rainfall 
records.”

OANDLER ADJOURNS CRIMINAL COURT: 
TWENTY-SEVEN MURDERERS UNCAUGHT 


Judge Goes Threugh All the Old Criminal 


Court Deckets. 


| MANY USELESS INDICTMENTS 


They Were Returned by Grand Juries, 
but No Arrests Made. 


EVERY CRIMINAL CASE ACCOUNTED FOR 


Number of Muurders Which Are Un- 
avenged by Failure To Arrest 
Is Very Great.

The criminal court convened yesterday 
morning and during the day Judge Candler 
called every case on the docket that had 
not been disposed of, and went back over 
the old dockets for several years, and every 
criminal case occurring in the county in the 
last fourteen or fifteen years was accounted 


for. 


Judge Candler had prepared a lst of the 
cases which have been on the docket for a 
long number of years but have never been 
disposed of, and which» stand on the bar 
dockets of the court as open cases. 

In the lists were the names of a 
number of Many of these 
been arrested. This was. the principal 
cause for the cases remaining open on the 
dockets for so long a time. 

Among them were the names of a large 
number of persons who have been indicted 
by the grand jury for murder, but who 
have never been brought into the custody 
of the court officers so that a trial could 
be administered. 

There were about 300 cases in all called 
by the judge yesterday before the adjourn- 
ment of the court. % 

In those cases where no arrests have been 
marked, Judge Candler so signified on the 
docket. The indictments will be held by Mr. 
Monaghan, and at any time if any of those 
charged with the crimes caught they 
will be tried.

SCHOOL BOARD 


Neatly 500 Prominent Negroes 
Send Petition to City Council, 


WHAT IT HAS FOR ITS OBJECT 


Say It Is the Beginning of Effort to Ele- 
vate and Better Negroes, 


F.A. CLARK, MAIN MOVER, TAKLS QF IT 


He Says That Recognition of Better 
Class Will Enable Them To 
Exert Influence Over Worse 
Element of His 
Race.

petition containing the 
five hundred of the best 
in Atlanta, which had’ for its im- 
mediate object the placing of the negro 
public schools in the city under the control 
of a negro board of education. ; 

But this immediate object, so it is claim- 
ed by the promoters of the plan, is insig- 
nificant when compared with the great ob- 
ject of classifying the negroes and recog- 
nizing the. better elass by placing them 
where they will be respected and feared by 
the worse class. 

Since last February the petition has been 
In circulation, care being taken to secure 
none but the names of the very best ele- 
ment of the negroes of Atlanta. .It was 
not expected to let the petition go before 
the council for several weeks yet, but the 
movers have been urged to hasten the mat- 
ter on account of the recent affairs at Pgl- 
metto and Newnan. 

The effort of the negroes to classify them- 
selves, as they express it, they believe now 
to be more urgent than ever, and having 
seen encouragement in that direction held 
out to them by expressions from prominent 
white people and from the press, they have 
decided, so they say, to take this step in 
connection with the public schools to bring 
about as far as *possible what they them- 
selves believe to be a much desired state 
of affairs for the mutual protection of Loth 
the white people and the better class of 
negroes in the south, 

This being stated as one of the most im- 
portant objects in the effort to have. the 
negro schools in the eity placed under the 
supervision of a negro board of education, 
the petition filed yesterday morning, and 
which will go before the city counci] at its 
next meeting Monday afternoon, will be 
regarded with comsiderable interest, not 
only in Atlanta, but throughout the coun- 
try.

Who the Prime Mover Is 

T. A. Clark, a well known negro, and one 
who always borne a character above 
reproach, is the prime factor in the effort 
to have a negro board of education cre- 
ated. and what he has to say about the 
reasons which have Jed him and his as- 
sociates to start this movement is a mat- 
ter of interest. 

Clark is a carpenter by trade and resides 
at No. 140 Butler street. He was seen at his 
home yesterday by a representative of The 
Constitution and he told of the petition and 
its objects. 

What Clark Has To Say. 

“T have always believed it to be to 
interest of the better class of negroes. 
said Clark, ‘‘to aid the good white people in 
prosecuting laWless negroes, and it was this 
that lead me to start a move- 
ment to secure a negro Loard of education 
in Atlanta. Nearly five hundred of the 
best negroes in the city have signed the 
petition. We have no desire except to see 
the good white people give such a recogni- 
tion to the better class of our race. When 
this is done, then the lower class of ne- 
groes Will see that those of their race who 
are behaving themselves will be upheld by 
the white people. So long as the worse 
Class.of negroes see that we, who are try- 
ing to do right, receive no recognition, so 
long will they flaunt their evil conduct in 
our faces. We wish to see the bad element 
of.our race prosecuted, but we are power- 
less to do so, when We are not in a posi- 
tion to elevate ourselves above them.’ 

Clark said that it Was not the design of 
the petition to divorce or separate the negro 
schools from the public school system, but 
to have them controlled by a board of ne- 
gro commissioners, who will be selected 
from among those who are held in high re- 
pute by all the white people, 

“We wish a board of negro commission- 
ers,’ said Clark, ‘‘to select the negro teach- 
ers. The gentlemen on the white board 
don’t Know the negro teachers like we know 
them. We want none but men and women 
who are good and moral, and a negro board 
can Letter select such from their own race 
than a white board.”’ 

The Main Object of the Movement. 

Clark then spoke at length upon the main 
Object of the movement being to classify 
the negroes. 

“We look upon this board of education 
business,’’ said Clark, “as only the begin- 
ning of a general movement to petition the 
white people in the south to give us recog- 
nition, but only recognition, mind you, 
among ourselves. It is @ recognition in only 
such affairs as pertain to ourselves and 
our lifework. Once let this recognition 
come and then the better class of negroes 
will be placed shoulder to shoulder with 
the white people, and they will lend their 
efforts to see lawlessness of every kind 
among the negroes quickly prosecuted and 
suppressed. Then it will be that the worse 
element of negroes in the south will «ce: 
that ye have superiors among their own 
race and. that their lawlessness will no 
longer find a concealment with their own 
people.,’’ 

Petition Fefore Council Monday. 

The petition to the council says that the 
petitioners ask that a board of negro com- 
missioners be elected to control the neg 
schools in Atlanta, and to this end the y vite 
that the council have a@ special act passed 
by the legislature amending the city char- 
ter so as to alldw sugh a’ change in the 
government of the public schools. 

The, petition wil] come up for considera- 
tien in the city council Monday ¢z afternoon, 

and Clark will appear before the councj] 
and make a talk on the same line ag his in- 
terview gvien by him last night to The 
Constitution. 

What Major Slaton Says. 

When asked about the petition which the 
negroes have Leen circulating, Major Sla- 
ton, superintendent of the public schools of 
Atlanta, said: 

‘This is the first time I have heard of it. 
but I think the idea is too ridiculous and 
foolish to be considered. We have given 
the negroes everything they could ask: 
have afforded good schools and teachers 
and all the facilities obtainable, and I can- 
not see any reason they could have in 
wanting a different arrangement.”’

Four cases tried in the police court yes- 
terday afternoon weré in connection - with 
the lynching of Sam Holt at Newnan. 
Three of the cases were against white 
men and one against a negro, and three 
of the parties were fined. 

J. W. Rhudy, a young man, was arrested 
at the union depot night before last by 
Officer Charley Holt for raising a disturb- 
ance with a gate keeper and for carrying

“The reason I had the pistol 
pocket,” explained Rhudy, ‘‘was because

Rhudy was fined $3.75 for the disorder 
and bound over to the city court in a $100 
bond for earrying a concealed weapon. 

Frank Howard, a negro, while 
harangued a crowd near the old jail night 
before last on the lynching. He had a 
large audience about him when two police- 
men arrived on the scene. They ordered 
the crowd to disperse and everybody licft 
except Howard. The officers arrested him. 

Howard admitteg his guilt and said that 
he was drunk and didn’t have any better 
sense. He was fined $5.75. 

R. M. Echols and W. S&S. Powers, two 
white men, tried ta have a little fun out 
of a negro youth by asking him abeut the 
Palmetto affair. The negro, so he claimed, 
tried to get away from such unpleasant 
associates and One of the white men struck 
him and another drew a pistol.

GOVERNOR HEARS BOTH SIDES 


Central Denies That There Is 
Discrimination. 


Any 


IT PRODUCES A COUNTER PETITION 


The Statement Is Made That Rates Are 
Lower to Eatonton Now Than For- 
merly—Decision Is Reserved. 


Governor Candler has another problem 
with which to wrestle. Some of the citizens 
of Eatonton are urging him to direct the at- 
torney general of the state to bring suit in 
the name of the state to wrest the Middle 
Georgia and Atlantic railread from the con- 
trol of the Central of Georgia railway. 

The case was argued before the governor 
yesterday. He had the hearing in his pri- 
vate office and nobody was admitted during 
the argument. Sam, the executive porter, 
announced that there was ‘‘no admission.’ 

Judge J. S. Turner, Judge Frank Jenkins 
and W. H. Burwell appeared for certain cit- 
izens of Eatonton, who complained that 
competition was defeated by the Central. 

Colonel A. R. Lawton, general counsel] for 
the Central, was spokesman for that com- 
pany. Vice President J. M. Egan and ex- 
Speaker H. S. Jenkins, of Eatonton, were 
also present in the Central's interest. 

Colonel J. M. Terrell, the attorney gen- 
eral, was @ listener. 

It was claimed on behalf of the petition- 
ers that Eatonton used to have two com- 
peting railroads, the Eatonton branch, ex- 
tending from Eatonton to Milledgeville, and 
the Machen and Covington. One road gave 
an outlet to the south and the other to the 
north. In the course of time the Covington 
and Machen, or Middle Georgia and Atlan- 
tic, absorbed the Eatonton branch, and sub- 
sequently the Central obtained control of 
the Middle Georgia. and Atlantic. The 
Central had a branch from Gordon, on its 
main line, to Milledgeville, and when it 
gained control of the Middle Georgia and 
Atlantic it reached Eatonton and Coving- 
ton, 

It was claimed by the petitioners that in- 
stead of having two railroads as formerly, 
they now have only one. They alleged that 
the Central had defeated competition in 
that it is now possible to ship from Eaton- 
ton in but one direction, via Milledgeville 
and Gordon to Savannah, ‘ 

No allusion was made to the fact that 
the Central does not connect at Covington 
with the Georgia railroad, and the: passen- 
gers coming from Eatonton to north Geor- 
gia have to go by way of Milledgeville or 
jay over a long time at Covington. It was 
stated by Judge Jenkins and Judge Turner 
that merchants of Eatonton cannot have 
freight into their town by any road except 
the Central without the charges 
from point of origin to Covington or Mil- 
ledgeville. This statement was challenged 
by the Central. 

A petition containing forty signatures was 
presented by the Central, asking the gover- 
take action in the matter.

Before Governor Atkin- 
son acted in the case the petition was with- 
drawn and proceedings were begun in the 
federal court. 

Several years ago suit was brought in the 
federal court to compel the old Central 
railroad company to release the Savannah, 
Dublin and Western. The Central had 
bought and paid for the property, which 
was a projected road rather than a com- 
pleted one. Judge Speer decided that the 
Central's purchase was’ unconstitutional, 
and the road was put up and sold a second 
time. The Plant system had a similar ex- 
perience in southeast Georgia a tew years 
ago, 

In the case of the Middle Georgia and 
Atlantic it is a physical fact that the road 
is not a parallel line and it was never a 
competitor at Eatonton with the Central, 
The absorption of the branch to Milledge- 
ville was accomplished before the Central 
entered the situation.
